Time  to  plant  for  best  results  is  during  the  month  of  September,  the  earlier  in  the 
month  the  better.  This  will  give  the  roots  a chance  to  grow  and  develop  eyes  for  the 
coming  year.  If  the  weather  is  dry  a weekly  watering  helps  to  start  the  roots.  W7hen 
watering,  water  thoroughly.  Do  not  plant  Peony  roots  where  fresh  manure  has  been 
recently  applied.  There  is  nothing  better  to  use  than  well  rotted  manure  and  ground 
bone  well  mixed  with  the  soil  before  planting.  A slight  mulch  for  the  first  wintering 
is  beneficial.  This  prevents  the  heaving  of  the  roots  by  alternate  freezing  and  thawing.
